Auguste Piccard, elated at the success 
of his flight to an altitude higher than 
m an had ever ascended, planned today 
to m ake other excursions into the up­ 
per air in the interests of science. 
He and his companion, Charles Kip- 
fer, refreshed by a sound night's sleep 
-—their first in 48 bourn—were ready 
to climb back to the glacier high in 
the A ustrian Alps, to recover the bal­ 
loon in which they roared 52,500 feet 
into the stratosphere. 
They had broken ail altitude records 
by more than two miles in their 10- 
mile ascent, but Piccard, professor in 
the University of Brussels, was more 
interested in the scientific value of the I 
daring expedition than the fact that 
he had gained world fam e as a bal­ 
loonist. 
P iccard’s enthusiasm 
in sum m ing 
up the scientific gains of the night led 
him to predict that it had proved the 
stratosphere, or rare upper air strata, 
were navigable, and th at life could 
exist IO miles above the earth. 
He aroused the im agination with his 
prophecies, hinting at airways filled 
with new types of

At that altitude we halted in our des­ 
cent without apparent cause.

"After sunset the cooler air enabled 
us to continue the descent, but we 
were faced with the danger of winds 
forcing us against the mountainsides, 
which might have proved disastrous. 
Of course, we were lucky to land on 
the glacier and not far from habita-j 
tion.” 
Piccard said the landing at l l P. M '

"The greatest altitude was reached 
between 4:30 A. M. (33 minutes after 
the start) and 7:30 A. M. Wednesday,” 
he said.

“Our oxygen apparatus worked per­ 
fectly and, despite the low' tem pera­ 
ture of the stratosphere it was never 
below- zero within the gondola. I never 
felt tired.”

to die. 
The execution of Schirru took place 
in the courtyard of the old “R aschi” 
fortress, in the vicinity of the Vatican. 
The firing squad was composed of 12 
fascist militiamen. 
Schirru, pale and walking between 
guards, moved to his position in the 
courtyard 
as 
the 
darkness 
turned 
slowly to light. 
A detachment of IOO 
militiamen formed a square about the 
executioners. 
An official communique said Schirru 
was shot in the back. 
It. is the custom in execution of 
m ilitary death sentences to shoot the 
condemned person in the back when 
the crime has been of “infam ous” char­ 
acter, such as in the case of spies and 
traitors plotting against the state, the 
royal family or the premier. 
The end of Schirru’s rem arkable ca­ 
reer as a gay figure in Rome’s night 
clubs and as leader of an anarchist 
band followed his sum m ary trial and 
conviction by the fascist tribunal. The 
death sentence came at the close of 
the first and only day of his trial. 
A crowd which packed the court 
room cheered the verdict. 
Schirru’s 
only chance to escape death was com­ 
mutation of his sentence by King Vic­ 
tor Em m anuel. 
The king refrained 
from acting. 
Schirru confessed during 
hi;: 
trial 
that he had come to Italy with an 
American passport to assassinate Mus­ 
solini. He was pale and nervous as 
he replied to questions from the court. 
The tribunal was composed of five su­ 
perior officers of the Blackshirt (fas­ 
cist) militia and two civilian judges.

A (iood Bill 


One of the three bills proposed by the Minnesota Associa­ 
tion for the Belief of Crippled Children was passed by the recent 
session of the legislature, says the Bemidji Daily Pioneer. 
This bill provides that state aid up to $150 per year per child 
may be granted any crippled child who can benefit from attend­ 
ance at a public school, but who could not attend without this aid. 
The money may be spent either for board or for transportation, 
but not for both. 
This bill does not make provision for the most severely crip­ 
pled children who must attend special crippled children’s schools. 
of which there are a few in the larger cities of the state. A bill 
which would have such provision, failed. A third bill providing a 
number of scholarships for crippled adults who cannot support 
themselves while taking the vocational training offered fre e by 
state and federal governments also failed. Much remains to be 
done in this field. Especially does the rural crippled child need to 
be given equal advantages with the crippled child of the city. 
Minnesota is doing a splendid work in behalf of the crippled 
child. The Shrine Hospital, the Gillette Hospital for ( ’rippled 
Children, the Elks, and the Children’s Hospital are all doing their 
share through state and individual support. Many individuals 
have contributed to this cause but much remains to Im* done.

One of the three bills proposed by the Minnesota Associa­ 
tion for the Relief of Crippled Children was passed by the recent 
session of the legislature, says the Bemidji Daily Pioneer. 
This bill provides that state aid up to $150 per year per child 
may be granted any crippled child who can benefit from attend­ 
ance at a public school, but who could not attend without this aid. 
The money may be spent either for board or for transportation, 
but not for both. 
This bill does not make provision for the most severely crip­ 
pled children who must attend special crippled children’s schools, 
of which there are a few in the larger cities of the state. A bill 
which would have such provision, failed. A third bill providing a 
number of scholarships for crippled adults who cannot support 
themselves while taking the vocational training offered free by 
state and federal governments also failed. Much remains to be 
done in this field. Especially does the rural crippled child need to 
be given equal advantages with the crippled child of the city. 
Minnesota is doing a splendid work in behalf of the crippled 
child. The Shrine Hospital, the Gillette Hospital for 'Crippled 
Children, the Elks, and the Children’s Hospital are all doing their 
share through state and individual support. Many individuals 
have contributed to this cause but much remains to be done. 


Detective Stories 


I n the days of old the detective magazines were tin* thrilling 
dime novels, the yellow backed Nick Carter tales, the stories of 
the Indians with a redskin killed every chapter and the* crack of 
a gun and the smoke of battle in almost every paragraph. Kids 
read the stories surreptitiously. There was a shingle session in flu' 
woodshed if Father caught his boy reading such stuff. It was 
feared it would stimulate'the urge for adventure and cause boys 
to shoot up the neighborhood. 
Nowadays the detective stories are generally based on a sem­ 
blance of fact. Some detective publications record actual crimes, 
give pictures of suspected wrong doers and other valuable data. 
A truck driver in Missouri scans his favorite detective pub­ 
lication and lays the foundation for the successf ul identification 
and subsequent conviction of one of the most dangerous killers in 
American history. 
Another set of readers, and it happened to be a police depart­ 
ment in a western city, gains knowledge from a detective publica­ 
tion and uses it as the basis of arresting a man suspected of slay­ 
ing his wife.
